An act to add Section 11713.5 
to the Business and Profes- 
sions Code, relating to nar- 
coties, 

The people of the State of 
California do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 117135 
is added to the Business and 
Professions Code, to read: 
11713.5. Any person convict- 

under this division § for 
selling, furnish- 
ing, administering, or giving 
away, or offering to transport, 
well, furnish, administer, or 
give away, any opium or co- 
caine, any salt, derivative or 
compound of opium or cocaine, 
any preparation or com- 
ji pound containing opium or 
cocaine, or its salts, deriva- 
tives. or compound shall he 
punished by imprisonment in 
ithe state prison for not leds 
| than % years without the 
| possibility of parole 

In no case shall any person 
convicted of violating this sec- 
tion. or of committing any of- 


ed 


or 


fense referred to In this see- 
tion, be granted probation by 
the trial court, nor shall the 


execution of the sentence im- 
posed upon such person be 
suspended by the court.
